8 HOURS SETS 
A NEW RECORD 


None of the Slayers 
Caught in Night's 
Crime Orgy. 
“Chicago surpassed even itself last 
night as a city of murders. Three men 
were killed within eight hours. None 
of the slayers were caught. 

The first murder was the result of a 


row between two I. W. W.’s. The 
second was that of an unidentified man

Just before closing time this morn- 
ing John Necas, 2720 West Eighteenth 
Street, and an unidentified man en- 
tered McIntyre's saloon at 2600 Went- 
Worth avenue and ordered beer.

“There may be other arrests made, 
but I am not at liberty to say so now, 
nor to say whether, if arrests are made, 
the prisoners will be concerned with 
the actual shooting. My opinion is 
that Cottin’s brain had been overheat- 
ed from continuous reading of extreme- 
ly radical literature. Otherwise there 
was no actual pressure upon him.” 

Judge Deis attempted this morning 
to conduct the preliminary examina- 
tion of Cottin, but the prisoner was 
suffering from: an intense pain about 
the eyes and face as a result of the 
pummeling he received yesterday and 
from loss of sleep. et 

Unable to Answer. 

Cottin was unable to reply intelll- 
gently and will be questioned tomor- 
row. Dr. Paul, a police surgeon, 
to be called to attend the prisoner, 
One of Cottin'’s eyes was completely 
closed and had to be cut open. 

Cottin’s demeanor has lost seme of 
its nonchalance. 

Cottin probably will be tried under 
the law of 1893, passed after lawless 
vutbreaks in the French cRamber of 
deputies, by which he is liable to. the 
death penalty even though death does 
not result from the attempt.

declared. The state of nervousness 
along much of the sea coast was funny 
in view of the lack of foundation for 
it; but it offered food for serious 
thought as to what would happen if 
we ever became engaged with a se 
rious foe. 

The governor of one state actually 
announced that he would not permit 
the National guard of that state to 
leave its borders, the idea being to 
retain it against a possible Spanish 
invasion. So many of the business 
men of the city of Boston took their 
securities inland to Worcester that the 
pafe deposit companies of Worcester 
proved unable to take care of them. 

In my own neighborhood on Long 
Island clauses were gravely put fnto 
leases to the effect that if the property 
were destroyed by the Spaniards the 
lease should lapse.

About Leonard Wood.
